117. (Currently Amended) The nucleic acid of claim 93, wherein the 
nucl e ic acid e ncod e s a HER-2/Neu fusion protein comprising consists of an amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID N0:3 linked to an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID N0:4. 
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118. (Currently Amended) The nucleic acid of claim 93, wherein the 
nucl e ic acid e ncod e s a HER-2/Neu fusion protein comprising consists of an amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ED N0:3 Unked to an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID N0:5.

125. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 109, comprising 
an oil-in-water emulsion. 

126. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 125, comprising 

tocopherol. 
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127. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 111, wherein the 
immunostimulatory substance comprises SD-MPL, QS2I5 or a combination of 3D-MPL 
and QS21. 

128. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 111, wherein the 
immunostimulatory substance comprises 3D-MPL and QS21 in an oil-in-water emulsion. 

129. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 128, comprising 

tocopherol. 

130. (Previously Presented) The composition of claim 109, comprising 
a CpG-containing oligonucleotide.
